SAVANNAH, Ga.—[Special.} — That 
the French stand in danger of losing 
the greater part of the interior of their 
North African possessions thro th 
insidious work of a great secret ety, 
El Senussai, and by the withdrawal of the 
Foreign Legion from Algiers, where it 
has held the border against the desert 
Arabs and Bedouins for years, was the 
statement of E. 8S. Jones of the British 
steamer Dalbair, which arrived from 
Algiers. 

Although an Englishman, Jones has 
served his full time as a member of the 
Legion des Etrangera, the, legion of 


‘strangers that France keeps recruited 


from “ the salt and riff-raff of the earth.” 
He has served his full seven years at 
and around Sidi-Abbas, the headquarters 
of the legion on the farthermost outpost 
of the desert, and was discharged with 
the rank of sergeant, 

“The Foreign Legion has been the 
backbone of the French strength in the 
desert,”” he said, “ for the ordinary work 
of the regiment on five sous a day is such 
that any officer in any civilized army 
would hesitate long before demanding it 
of his men in a far more temperate clime. 
Always eager to fight, reckless and as 
careless of their lives as the Arabs them- 
selves, the members of the legion have 
inspired respect, if not fear, in their op- 
ponents, the Bedouins and masked 
Touregs of the desert. 


Desert Men Gaining. 

“With their withdrawal and replace- 
ment with native troops, 
Europeans, the desert men are encroach- 
ing more and more on the territory that 
has in former years been ruled by the 
French. In fact, France has not the time 
or the men to spare for the protection of 
Algiers. She is straining every resource 
to win on the western front, counting,’ I 
suppose, in being able to easily retake 
the territory lost after the ultimate vic- 
tory.

MEN FACE 


‘SLUSH ACTIVITY 


Merit Commissioner Threatens 
Collectors and Hoyne Will 
Protect Contributors, 


Commissioner Joseph FP. Geary of the 
city merit board announced yesterday 
that forty policemen face suspension and 
trial by the civil service commission for 
participating In the collection of a “* slush 
fund "’ to defend indicted members of the 
force. . 

The commission has not as yet deter- 
mined how many men will be suspended, 
but Mr. Geary declared the investigation 
would be “sweeping” and “ therough.”’ 
The inquiry will begin tomorrow under 
the direction of Mr. Geary, who has been 
delegated to take charge by President 
Percy B. Coffin. 


Has Nine Affidavits. 
_“I already heave nine good affidavits 
showing that a fund was collected,’ Mr. 
Geary said, ‘‘ The plan was to have a 
collector in each police station. The con- 
tributions \ranged from $1 up. I’m going 
to the bottom of this thing.” 

Mr. Geary declined to make public the 
names of the policemen who are likely to 
be suspended. 

The inquiry was ordered by the aivil 
service commission as the result of pres- 
sufe brought to bear by State's Attorney 
Hoyne. Mr. Hoyme alleged that money 
was being collected to aid the defense 
of Walter O’Brien, John Halpin, and 
others involved in the police graft cases. 


Immunity Is Promised. 

Immunity for the rdnk and file of the 
police department who have contributed 
to the defense fund was promised 
yesterday by State’s Attorney Hoyne 
providing they are willing to tell the truth 
about the collections when they are sum- 
moned before the civil service commis- 
sion, which is to make an inquiry. 

The prosecutor made the statement that 
over $1,000 was collected for Halpin in 
the detective bureau alone. 

May Escape Prosecution. 

“If the policemen go in and teil the 
truth voluntarily and do not perjure them- 
selves they will not be prosecuted,” said 
Mr. Hoyne. 

“Tf they perjure themselves they wil! 
have to stand the consequences. We 
know that from 80 to 40 per cent of the 
policemen have contributed to the funds. 
Over $1,000 was taken up for the defenge 
of Halpin in the detective bureau alone. 
Our evidence shows that the rank and file 
was not to blame in'most instances, as 
they were coerced into subscribing to the 
funds, which were meant to frustrate 
justice.”

Some letters and postcards, very violent 
in language and evidently addressed to 
Miss Keininger, were found in Tracey's 
pocketa. One, written to the girl's father, 
expressed the wish to “ see them all in 
hell soon.”’

Shortage May Be $13,000,

says he believes the shortage will be 
found to be nearer $13,000 when an in- 
vestigation of the pay rolls is completed. 

Brokman is 45 years old and had been 
in the employ of the General Electric 
company for ten years. He started es an 
armature winder and rose to the position 
of superintendent of repair shops about 
six yearsago. He had charge of the em- 
ployment of men in the shopa, as well as 
outside gangs of repairmen. It has been 
found that at times he carried on the pay 
rolis the names of from one to thirty men 
‘who were not employed by the company, 


Drove High Priced Car. 

He maintained a pretentious home in 
Clifton avenue, Oak Park, and alwaye 
drove a high priced car of the latest 
model. He and his young wife were fa- 
miliar figures in the night life of the loop 
and the car made mamy trips between 
atage doors and lobster palaces. 

Then Brokman suddenly disappeared, 

Officials of the company began an investi- 
gation. They learned he had disposed 
of his home and automobiie in three days” 
time. He had left his father and mother- 
in-law, who were dependent upon him, 
practically destitute, it is sald. Am ex- 
amination ef the pay rolis revealed the 
rest. 
A warrant charging the operation of a 
confidence game was obtained from Mu- 
nicipal Judge Heap on Friday, The court 
fixed the bonds at $7,500.

Moreover, she always enter- 
tained a warm’ affection for her brother- 
in-law, King Edward, whom she regarded 
as the most sagacious of counsellors.

The 
Greeks are reported to have strongly in- 
thmated te the allies that if their troops 
are driven into Greek tervitory wtterd will 
be disarmed and interned.

COMMON DEFENSE AND GENERAL 
7 WELFARE. 

We cannot undertake better defense without con- 
sidering the revenue problem involved, but there is a 
higher reason for its consideration. The existence 
of huge fortunes in a real democracy is anomalous 
and demoralizing both to their possessors and the 
community. lt should be our policy to prevent their 
perpetuation even in a second generation. Our in- 
heritance legislation should not quail when it reaches 


the field where this social duty is clearest, but should 


force a drastic distribution of the largest wealth 
through laws which will take back to the community 
a good part at least of what the community has con- 
tributed directly or indirectly. Boe 

‘It is strange that advocates of income and inher- 
itance taxes lose their courage as the surtax climbs. 
They are firm enough when it comes to taxing the 
middle fortune and the small competence, but they 
lose their breath and give out exactly when they 
ought to be strong. Is this an expression of our 
ingrained respect for enormous wealth, the splendor 
jt suggests and the unlimited power? 

Whatever its source, it appears in the proposals for 
amending the income tax law. One of these is to cut 
the exemption to $3,000 and $2,000 for married men 
aod unmarried respectively, to begin the surtax at 
1 per cent for $10,000 to $25,000 and to end the 
graduation at 9 per cent for incomes of $1,000,000 
and over. | ' 

Another proposal is for the increase of the normal 
rate to 144 per cent, which would yield largely. 

Representative Garner of the ways.and means 
committee intends introducing an inheritance law 
which, it is said, will not run over 20 per cent on 
the largest fortunes. It will probably be stiff enough 
for the smaller inheritances. ‘ 

The subject of both a proper income tax and of a 
radical inheritance tax should be one of the leading 
considerations of the next session. If congress is 
governed by statesmanly considerations of our inter- 


national situation it will increase the national de | 


fense, and that means more expenditure, even though 
eongress also does its duty by destroying the pork 
barrel and authorizing the reorganization reforms 
sought by ariny and bavy men. 

If Americans are to be ready to die for the country 

they must first find America well worth dying for. 
No state which permit: the slums and condones vast 
inequalities of fortune can hope rationally for a 
devoted and virile patriotism. Preparedness to meet 
aggression as THe Txrieune has urged before does 
‘not mean more ships and more guns. It means 
fundamentally a domestic strength and prosperity 
which are possible only when justice and enlighten- 
ment rule the relations of all citizens. 

If preparedness is not compatible with domestic 
welfare it is because we are blind or will-less. It is, 
in fact, a part of one great national synthesis as the 
founders of the republic understood when they wrote 
the preamble of the constitution. :

Sensible Americans will take a reasonable 
view of that and sensible Americans are support- 
ing preparedness plans which will deter a victorious 
Germany or any other victorious nation from under- 
taking a conquest of the United States. 

To say that Germany will get us is to put forth 
an utilitarian argument and we have a right to 
dismiss it without being called ignoble. It is when 
the moral mood is adopted and the complaint touches 
our recreancy to a duty imposed by truth, honor, 
and humanity that the American is likely to find 
himself provoked to irascibility. 

The English have a perfectly good reason for 
being at war with Germany and it is not a moral 
reason. If nothing but the moralities had been in- 
yolved in the issue, Great Britain would be de- 
voting herself wholebeartedly to the business oppor- | 
tunities opened by other nations’ quarrels. The 
Englishman who thinks otherwise is either a saac- 
timonious Pharisee or a victim of self-hypnosis. To 
enter a war for material reasons and then complain 
against the morality of a nation so aloof from 
the causes of the war as the United States and call 
it ignoble for remaining aloof from the action, is to 
give a strange exbibition of hatefully self-righteous 
egotism. 

It may amaze Americans to learn that this whim- 
pering sort of complaint against the United States 
ig current and gaining strength in England. It is 
so preposterous. that it seems an impossibility, but 
certain forms of English respectability wfll yield 
themselves to such a distortion of fairness aad ra- 
tionality. 

Surely it cannot represent decent English opinion, 
but if it gets circulation enough it will begin to 
influence it, and if it gets circulation enough over 
here it will produce the greatest irascibility this 
war has caused in the United States. 

If Americans are to be called poltroons because 
they are not up to their necks in a war of European 
polities such as Europe has suffered from often 
enough times before, they will know that the rule 
of unreason is the rule of Great Britain. ) 
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THE PRESIDENT AND THE 
TROUBADODRS. 

Two modern bards whose energies have been de- 
voted to celebrating in rhyme and song the foibles 
and virtues of American life and men, fixed upon the 
nuptials of President Wilson and Mrs. Galt as a 
subject appropriate to their skill. They saw in Mrs. 
Galt’s Indian ancestry an opportunity to get away 
from the ordinary wedding bell stuff, and they com- 
posed a ditty celebrating the love of the white chief 
arid the Indian princess.

But Mr. Wilson shrinks from such undesirable |. 
publicity. His secretary informed the well meaning 
trouveres that the president is very much distressed 
about it. He asks that the song be withdrawn. 
Mr. Wilson does not know how to accept admira- 
tion of so yulgar an origin. He has striven through- 
out his administration to become a hero; he laments 
his failure to acquire a nickname; he goes religiously 
to baseball games. But he is congenitally repelled 
by the rather sweaty presence of democracy. He 
passes academic judgment on the song. 
The democracy he loves is the democracy of the 
study—a disembodied democracy not diaphoretic. 
The result is that he is not so much a national leader 
as a disembodied intelligence at the head of the gov- 
ernment, a steel engraving rather than a popular 
hero. People cannot long have faith in a disem- 
bodied intelligence. They know it does not under- 
stand them.

HE liver has other work to do be- 

sides the secretion of bile. There 

are those who hold that the secre. 

tion of bile is the least important 

work of the liver. Bile is of some 
service in digestion, but in bile there is no 
all-necessary ferment such as pepsin of 
the gastrit juice, pancreatin of the pan- 
creatic juice and maltose and the other 
ferments of the intestinal juices. It as- 
sists in the emulsification of fats, stimu- 
lates intestinal peristalsis and retards pu- 
trefaction. 

It will be noted that this work, while fm- 
portant, is less important than the work 
of the other digestive juices. In fact, the 
bile is not strictly a secretion. Combined 
with the substances secreted are other 
wornout waste products which the liver 
has excreted. In fact, the ingredients 
which give to bile ite best known charac~- 
teristico—its color—represent waste prod- 
ucte—broken down bieod coloring matter. 

Since the secretion of bile is not the prin- 
cipal function of the liver, it follows that 
the secretion of bile does not start and 
stop with the need of bile for purposes of 
Gigestion. After the work of the stomach 
has been completed the stomach glands 
stop secreting entirely. To start them up 
we chew food or we smell inviting viands 
or we taste appetizers, or we in imegina- 
tion taste good food, smell savory dishes 
or eat. 

The stomach only works when digestion 
ie under way. The liver must work con- 
tinuousty doing its many$tunts and some 
provision must be made for storing the 
bile not needed for immediate use. The 
galt Diader is that standby provision. The 
gall bladder and the seminal! vesicles are 
the only two secretion containers in the 
body. The salivary, gastric, and pan- 
creatic glands are without bladders. On 
the other hand, the organs of excretion 
are provided with storage receptaclies. 
The bile secreted by the liver pours down 
the gall ducts. If there is no need for it In 
the intestines the bile te poured into the 
gall bladder. When digestion is under 
way the bile streams, supplemented by a 
stream from the gall biadder, pours into 
the intestine. 

The gall bladder ts located on the under 
surface of the liver. As it distends it 
reaches the front edge of the liver at the 
edge of the ribs about the tip of the ninth 
rib on the right side. This is about three 
inches above the navel, and, of course, 
well to the right of it. If the enlarge- 
ment of the gall bladder Increases con- 
siderably, and it may dilate so that {it holds 
more than a pint, the cyst pushes out 
toward a point am inch or two to the right 
of the navel. 

The gall bladder is a thin walled sac 
with a single opening through which the 
bile flows in and then flows out again. It 
is so located that it is rather easily in- 
fected and it contains a very complex 
liquid. These characteristics mean that 
the principal diseases of the gall bladder 
are gall stones and cystitis. It isso tucked 
in under the liver thet it ig not easfly hurt. 
It is not often the seat of cancer.

GALLSTONES.—The beginning of gal- 
stones is in a very mild infection of the 
gall bladder wall. The cause of this infec- 
tion is the typhoid bacillus or one of the 
ordinary bacilli of the Intestines. The 
gall bladder is a natural home for the ty- 
phoid baciflus. This bacillus will not live 
long in water, ice, milk, or even sewage, 
but it lives, grows, thrives, and multi- 
plies in bile. ' 

As the result of a very mild infection of 
the wall of the gall bladder a smal! plug 
of mucus is formed and around this crys- 
tale deposited from the bile collect to 
form a gallstone. In some cases but one 
rane forms in the gall bladder, but 
more vently there are 
may ee many and there 

long as the gall stones remain at 
rest in the gall bladder they give no 
sytaptoms or, speaking more accurately, 
the average case is without pain orany 
other considerable disturbance. Some- 
where between one-twelfth and one-#ixth 
of all the grown people have gall stones. 
Two-thirds of the cases are in women. 
Fat women between 40 and 60 years of 
age @re the special gal! stone subjects. 
Take fat women over 40 as you meet 
them and probably one out of every three 
if not every other one has gall stones. 
Probably not more than one man out of 
every twenty is similarly affected. 

These conclusions are based upon tens 
of thousands of reports of autopsies. If 
you were to ask a hundred fat women 
over 40 if they hed ever had gall stones 
ninety-nine of them would answer no. 
A few would answer that they had had 
one or more attacks years before, but 
they had been 20 free from symptoms for 
so many years they had almost forgotten 
about it.

What is the answer? The answer has 
elready been indicated. Gall stones of 
themselves do no harm, cause no symp- 
toms. Gall stones caught in any part 
of the cystic duct or the common duct 
produce very violent symptoms. : 

It is in consequence of these facts that 
SO many quack gall stone remedies are 
om the market. A man has an attack of 
gall stones. His pain is agonizing. He 
vornits and sweats and his pulse shows 
that he is profoundly shocked. He h 
a rigor, his fever goes to 102, and he 
becomes deeply jaundiced. To get relief 
he takes morphine or even chloroform. 
Hig illness makes a profound impression 
on hie mind. Somebody recommends a 
gall stone medicine, saying that it wil! 
prevent him from having any more at- 
tacks. He takes it and never haé another 
attack. Naturally, he concludes the medi- 
cine didit. He does not know that many 
people who have ofe attack never have 
another or that most of the people who 
have gall stones do not know it, or maybe 
the proprietor of the gall stone medicine 
ig an ordinary confidence man. Maybe 
his remedy consists of olive oil and an 
alkali which in the intestines make 
messes that look like gall stones. If the 
man bappens to take a gall stone medi- 
cine of this class he finds the stonelike 
maases in his bowel movements and is 
certain thet the medicine is « wonderful 
eure. . 

Ne medicine taken internally will dis- 
scive gall stones or otherwise remove 
them. If the gall stones are causing 
symptoms severe enough to demand the 
removal of the stones it is done by opera- 
tion. There is no other way. The symp- 
toms which may be severe enough to 
make operation advisable are: repeated 
attacks of severe gall stone colic, fre- 
quent recurrence of pain in the gal! biad-

THE GALL BLADDER. 


INFECTION OF THE GALL BLADDER 

The gall bladder is frequently infected. 
The infection may run an acute course 
similar to that of appendicitia It is 
well to know that in this type of the 
disease the gall bladder mey fil! with pus 
and rupture tin a few days, just ae the 
appendix does. The symptoms of this 
type of gall bladder infection are much 
the same as the symptoms of appendi- 
citis. 

A few years ago Dr. Charlies Mayo, one 
of the best surgeons in this country, was 
taken sick when away from home. He 
was operated on by.another very able 
surgeon. He operated on his appendix 
when his trouble was in his gall bladder 
and it was necessary to operate on the 
infected gall bladder a few hours later. 
If the symptoms of the two infections 
were confusing and ied to error in that 
ease it is Hable te happen in any case. 

But acute violent suppuration of the gall 
Dbiladder of the type similar to acute ap- 
pendicitis is the exception. The gall blad- 
der is a larger bladder than the appendix. 
It drains much more easily. 

The ordinary type of infection of the 
gall bladder is a much milder disease. 
Note the symptoms, for it may be what 
is ailing you. Let us suppose a case like 
this: A middle aged woman somewhat 
too heavy for her height has fever pericdi- 
eally. The fever does not go very high. 
Sometimes it starts with a chill. More 
frequently it sneaks up. It does not 
cause as much aching as does a malarial 
chill The feeling is rather like one of 
fatigue and a general no-accountness. 
The fever is not sweated off. There may 
be a little pain or tenderness or heavi- 
ness in the liver. There may be a little 
jaundice. 

~~ 


The first thought ts that the case is one 
of malaria. But quinine and calomel! have 
no effect. The next thought may be that 
the case is one of tuberculosis. But 
there is no cough, no tendency to ema- 
clation, and physical examination shows 
no evidence of consumption. 

The disease lasts for months and even 
for years. The patient feels worthless, 
energyless, constantly tired, never well, 
always just bordering between eick and 
well—a chronic state of halfway invalid- 
ism. Not having the strength or energy 
to exercise she gets fatter all the time 
and the more fat she puts on the more 
disabling her disease becomes. 

Perhaps Vichy, Carisbad, Saratoga. or 
some other carbonated alkaline waters 
help some of these cases, but for most 
of them the only treatment that is of 
service is operation. This they know, but 
they find it difficult to decide between 
the drawbacks of operation and those of 
semi-invalidism. Decision would be 
easier if it were not that the days are 
muchalike. There isalways mild fatigue, 
but never a definite emergency or any 
other occurrence which serves to crystal- 
lize a decision. 

Cancer of the gall biedder is the only 
other disease of the gall bladder of im- 
portance. It is one of the rarer forms of 
cancer.

SOILED LIBRARY BOOKS.

It t# hard to see how a book could become 
as dirty as this one was unless through 
the turning of the pages by fingers in- 
ordinately dirty, and, as is a common prac- 
tice, wet with saliva for the purpose.”

Books carry very little contagion. The hac. 
teria which cause disease do not readily with- 
stand drying. Ordinances commonly require 
that library books In quarantined homes shal! 
be disinfected. ‘The disinfection is sometimes 
done with formalin and sometimes with a 
gasoline mixture. Idaho, Wisconsin, and Ne. 
braska have state health rules requiring that 
books from quarantined premises shal) be 
destroyed. Nine states require that such 
books be destroyed or disinfected. These regu- 
lations do not cover the very dirty books con- 
cerning which you write. Such booke have 
been soiled by dirty spit covered fingers. I4- 
braries burn such books, but many people 
think they are teo slow about it.

Conspirators were hidden in the 
apartment of the empress, dressed up as women. The emperor received a warn 
ing and sent one of his officers to search Theophano’s rooms. The fool did not 
Know that you must not leave work like that to another man. Probably the 
officer did not want to find anything. But the conspirators had other misgiv- 
ings. The emperor would certainly lock his door, he would awake when they 
had te force it, and what might happen then? 

Theophano found a way out of the difficulty. She called on her husband, 
chatted amiably with him and begged him to leave the door open. She would 
only say good-night to a lady friend who stayed with ber and then she would 
come back, It was about 11 o'clock, a terrible storm was raging on the Bos- 
phorus. Snow was falling heavily, and the little boat in which Tzimitzes landed 
under the windows of the empress was just as white as the desert beach which 
was stretching along the wall of the imperial palace. Tzimitzes was dfawn up 
in a basket fastened with ropes and, at the head of the conspirators, he rushed 
into the emperor’s room. The imperial bed was empty and there was a moment 
of confusion and fright, but then the murderers discovered Phocas sleeping on 
® panther’s skin in a corner. They butchered him in the most terrible way, 
and at torchlight showed his bloody ard disfigured head to the awed people. 
The nation, stunned and cowed, did what Theophano had done: it surrendered 
to Tzimitzes. :

great of this world proved once more that he was a strong character. He 

had been at odds with the assassinated emperor, but when Tzimitzes ap- 
peared in church to be crowned the prelate refused to receive him until he would 
have punished the marderers and discarded Theophano. Tzimitzes did not hest- 
tate. Theophano had hoped to share power, honors, and riches with the man 
she adored, and now he chased her from court and sent her to a remote monastery. 
She saw hime once more, insulted him in impotent wrath, and had to be dragged 
from the room. 

Six years after these horrible events Tzimitzes died and Theophano’s sons, 
who had become emperors, called her back to Constantinople. But she never | 
played an active part again, and one does not even know at what date the 
ambitious, fascinating, and perverse woman died. Her lover's ingratitude had 
probably killed her zest in activity and intrigue. Phocas was revenged. 

One of the daughters from Romanos I1., Theophano, married Otto II, em- 
peror of Germany, in 972 A. D. The other one, Anna, became the wife of the 
Russian prince, Viadimir I., who at this solemn occasion was baptized and con- 
verted a great part of his nation to the Christian faith. The Russian claim on 
Constantinople is originally founded on this marriage, and it is a rather weak 
foundation, as the German ruler who married Theophano’s other daughter cer- 
tainly had the same rights. Orient and occident, the Asiatic and the European 
world, are interested in the strange woman whose fate we have contemplated, 
and those people who see in history nothing but an immense net of accidents 
might ask the question whether the present war would have devastated Europe 
if Romanos II. had not fallen in love with the daughter of a saloonkeeper a

FIEN I left America for Burope last spring my friends 
said: “Why do you want to go into that mess? It will 
be so depressing!” One suggested: “Come with me 
to California instead—the roads are excellent for motor- 
ing.” Another one wrote: “I hear you have gone to 
Burope. I hope it isn’t true! I think the best thing an 
American can do is to forget the war, at least not talk 
about it, or think about it, if possible.” A third, who is 
in a responsible government position at Washington, 
wrote me: “Europe seems determined to ruin itself. 
There won't be much left of it that’s worth while efter 
they are through with their fighting. You must find 
it very depressing.” And still another, who supplies edi- 
torial opinion for a most widely read weekly, wrote: “Out 
here in California no one talks about the war, thank heaven! They don’t 
seem to know it is going on.” WBtc., ete, 

I cite these random remarks of my correspondents as typical of a certain 
prevalent American attitude towards the war, illustrating a curious timidity 
and dislike of the disagreeable in any form, also of an irritating parochialism 
of thought, which makes us as a nation stil] seem to the European mind singu- 
larly immature. This mood is due in part, no doubt, to that almost hysterical 
desire which we have as a people to be comfortable and joyous, not to experi- 
ence anything disagreeable if avoidable. That spiritual attitude has been ele 
vated to the dignity of a religious cult in some circles. The taint of it has 
eaten more deeply than we realize into the temper of our people, as we sha!) 
discover when our hour of crisis comes. War, according to this popular 
creed, is violence, repugnant to our best instincts, is wrong, evil; therefore 
war should not exist; it does not exist for us! We mustn't talk about it or 
think about it, Jest it should become a fact. Is there anything more nauseat- 
ingly silly? More dangerous when tested by the realities of life? 

Another cause for this evasive attitude of mind is the widespread con- 
viction, cultivated by pacifists, that this war is happily not our affair. The 
maxim of our forefathers about not mixing in European “ quarrels” is an 
excuse for cowardice and blindness of vision, Such Americans like to believe 
that we as a nation have no more concern in the present European war than 
a peaceable family in one block has with the domestic upheavals of an unforta- 
nate family in the next block, The part of prudence is to ignore politely all 
evidences of the unpleasantness, to profess good offices, and to keep on friendly 
terms with all the belligerents. That is our national attitude. No, the mess 
seems to me on the home side of the Atlantic, not on the Buropean side— 
a mess of hyphenated disloyalty and of American timidity and weak thinking.

T« impression that such an attitude makes on the American in Burope 


is painful, whether it be expressed in personal letters or in newspaper 
and magazine comment or in diplomatic “ notes.” It makes him impa- 
tient with the provincialism of his own people, ashamed for their trans- 
parent selfishness, astonished that buman values should have got so fatally 
twisted in our fat, comfortable world, . . . 
I did not go to Burope for entertainment. It would be indecent to take 
the world war as a moving spettacle, a colossal sensation.

To Roman ears it was also new. According to a 
law codified on the fifth of the tweive tables, a 
wife was a being without influence or in-tiative; a 
creature in the hands of man; a domestic animal 
ever whom he had the right of life and death; a 
slave, regarded as mentally irresponsible, and of 
whom he was owner and judge. 

Such was the law, and such it remained, a dead 
letter, nullified by a reason profoundly huma®. 
Rome in making the husband despotic made him 
monogamous as well, He was strictly restricted 
to one wife. As a consequence the lady, while 
*heoretically a chattel, became—what woman with 
her husband to herself and no rivals to fear almost 
invariably does become—supreme. Legally the 
property of her husband, actually he was hers. 

That was during the republic. In the Rome of 
the Ceesars woman, as displayed in the pages of 
the satirists, was completely emancipated, free to 
do as she liked, to imitate men at their worst, to 
fight like them and with them for power, to dabble 
in the bloody dramas of state, to climb on the 
throne and kill there or be killed. 

It was during that orgy that the Pauline doc- 
trine was advanced. It was therefore new. Bat 
it would have been new even in Assyria, where

Chrysostom was a good old saint. Today, while 
many men who are not saints accept his view, few of 
them hold to Paul’s. Largely it is recognized that 
both sexes are on a footing of equality, not because 
they are equally strong but because they are equal- 
ly weak; not because they are equally intelligent 
but because they are equally stupid. Kundamen- 
tally the difference between them is the length of 
the hair, but not always the length of the ears, 

Suffragism does not advance these platitudes. It 
takes them for granted. For suffragism is not an 
insurrection of woman against man, but of woman 
against herself, or, more exactly, aga’nst the de- 
fects developed in and about her by reason of the 
Pauline injunction, Weighted for centuries by it, 
she became man’s inferior not merely in his esti- 
mation but in her own. The idea had me an- 
cestrally ingrained, Consequently, barring the in- 
evitable exceptions, woman became either a para- 
site or a drudge, either a doll or a dunce, and in 
either role extremely unsatisfactory, particularly to 
herself, and so remained until, awakening gradual- 
ly but surely to a realization that that was all 
wrong, that individually a woman is quite as good 
as a man and generally much better, the suffragette 
appeared, flanked by the larger feminist.

HAT we in this country should be more con- 
servative than the English does not seem hu- 
manly possible. One may assume, therefore, 
that sooner or later here, too, the suffragette 
will prevail, but not the larger feminist. For 
while as a nation we are great on entertaining, we 
will hardly care to banquet her, and even if we did 
she would not come. 

The larger feminist does not approve of enter- 
tainments, or of any of the good things of life, or 
even of the bad ones, which are sometimes supe- 
rior. The larger feminist approves of nothing with 
which men have to do. 

For the larger feminists, some of the largest at 
least, would abolish the husband, “‘ put him out of 
business,” as one of them expressed it, and other- 
wise accept man, if at all, merely as a biological 
factor, “ slinking in and out,” as another pleasantly 
pictured him, “like a tomcat.” 

There you have a serious view of a comic sub- 
ject. But it will hardly become general. Most 
women would rather be dead than out of the fash- 
ion, and their present modes are still too feminine 
to permit of any vagaries of the feline kind. 

* *s 

N the other hand, these modes, while still 

feminine, are none the less becoming mas- 

culine, and why not? In the existing social 

order any change might do us good. Be- 
sides, of all men the American is the most nat- 
urally chivalrous. In no country are women treat- 
ed with greater courtesy than here. Nationally we 
have no manners, or rather we have them in plenty 
and all of them bad. Yet generally every one of 
them is in ebeyance where women are concerned. 
Add these items up end it seems inevitable that 
sooner or later men wil! yield and suffragism pre- 
vail. Then, sooner or later also, a woman will be 
president of the United States. — 

There, too, why not? Victoria made a very good 
queen and transformed the throne from the rickety 
chair that it had been into one of the most solid 
bits of furniture. Conversely, some of our presi- 
dents have made so many mistakes that it would 
be impossible for any woman, however gifted, to 
make more. |

The first few weeks were indeed “re 
pose.’ broken only occasionally by evac 
uations from rear Hine hospitals to the 
rail head, for we were nearly twenty kilo- 
meters behind the line, where, too, there 
was little or no fighting. And besides our 
own corps, the Eleventh, was resting in 
villages behind us. : 
Gradually, ho.rever, the war swept back 
to us lke the rolling of a great drum 
heard at firet but faintly in the distance. 
Rumors came first, whispering and dis- 


choked procession, loaded to capacity 
with freshly cut timbers and sheliproof 
steel shields: endless four horse supply 
trains, the curses of their postilion riders 
drowned in their own dust and clattering 
rattle; artillery of every field caliber 
thundering through the chalk clouds day 
and night, the gun crews a mask of white 
from head to foot like goblin millers, but 
the breech blocks of the guns swaddied 
with the tender care e Turkish mother 
gives her infant. 

Cavalry and infantry, field kitchens and 
staff motors, everything, in fact, that con- 
stitutes an army in the fieid, rattled and 
banged, marched and trotted by us to- 
wards the front until the powder white 
dust of Champagne hung over the roads 
in hundred foot clouds and the eyes grew 
weary, the ears tired of sight and sound. 

I sald, “Everything that constitutes 
an army,” but there remains the single 
ingredient that makes or breaks, that has 
become the new god of new war, before 
which armies bow, while those whoserve 
him conquer—ammunition! 

Everywhere, on every road, at every 
hourof the day or night, it rurnPled slowly 
past us ata foot pace, Shells in the proper

Shells! in such staggering profusion thet 
one half believed they sprang full charged 
and finished from the ground like the har- 
vest of spearsmen from the dragon's 
teeth that in the ol4 Greek story Jason 
sowed.

There came a day when orders reached 
le to move forward to Oroix-en-Chan- 
pagh, where a huge temporary wooden 
hospita) had been erected just out of 
range of the heavy German guns, and 
where a portion of e small wood had been 
set aside for us as & temporary camp and 
base. Tranquil enough the countryside 
looked as we moved out of our “ repose.”

To the right, in 
front, to the left, until their voices merged 
into one continuous roar, as though « 
giant breaker of the sea should thunder 
on a beach and not recede or lose its 
volume.

better understanding, a more serious point of view than those I have cited. I 
did not find Kurope “ depressing,” not that part of it in which I traveled and 
lived—Italy and France. It may be depressing in London, for much the same 
reason that it is depressing in America, because the English people have not 
successfully roused themselves as a nation to take a serious view of the war. 
The atmosphere of France is anything but “ depressing ”'! There are many 
sad aspects of life in a country that has been invaded and war ridden for an 
entire year, much bitter sorrow that must touch even the most casual stranger 
to the depths of his being. But sorrow and suffering, even tragedy, are not in 
themselves “ depressing "—one of the many elemental commonplaces that war 
sternly teaches. 

Hardships are not depressing, loss of property and life, griefs are not 
depressing, if they are nobly incurred and nobly borne. The lesson of evety 
great catastrophe is that death and destruction are not depressing. Anybody 
who has talked with a citizen of San Francisco after the great earthquake 
and fire has heard that instead of being depressed by their losses the people 
of that stricken city were lifted to undreamed-of heights of effort, and all fe- 
member the disaster as the most significant event in their Mves. Every man 
or woman who has really lived will echo this conviction that the unforget- 
table, the memorable moments are not unusually the pleasurable ones—large 
living is mingled often with grief. 3 


* *¢ 

HE European war ts a cataclysm. It is one now—it has not passed. 
Every man, woman, or child within the limit of his comprehension, has 

been so absorbed in it, so drawn into the terrific drama of it, that there 

is no time for those egotistical reflections that create “ depression." 
Every one—at least in France—is striving with tense energies for one 
supreme end—to expel the invader from the patrie, to make a repetition ot 
the catastrophe impossible for generations to come. They are so busy as & 
nation about this supremely important business of their lives that they have 
no time for repining. “The time for mourning will come later,” a brave 
man said to me, who had lost seven out of a family circle of seventeen. One 
reads this high resolve in the faces of the women in black one passes in the 
street. It is not the time for selfish tears, but for renewed efforts to help 
others who have cause to weep. ; 

The spectacle of an entire people animated by such a high spirit is any- 
thing byt “depressing.” It is the most exhilarating experience in the world, 
and the exalted spirit is contagious. It stirs any one with a shred of human 
sympathy in him to throw off his coat and try to help in some little way. That 
is why the cause of France has attracted so many ardent young Americans 
to her service, not a few in the ranks of the foreign legion of the army. ! 

Whenever the self can be eliminated or forgotten, the human being be.” 
comes, if‘ not happy, at least spiritually healthy. The average Frenchman 
and French -woman have forgotten themselves, have risen to that larger 
objectivity about living which is the blessing that disaster brings, . Possibly 
war alone can endow humanity in the large with this enormous spivitual im- 
pulse. There are so many sons and fathers and mothers and wives ins 
war like this who have had to forget their own petty selves, to realize that 
living means something more than the attainment of comfort and bappiness! 
In their presence one loses personal preoccupations and looks upon life from 
a larger angle of vision. And that is why I did not find Burope “ depressing.”

HE first sensation of depression I had had in four months came when 
1 | I reached America one August afternoon. The humen note was de 

pressing. It was voiced first by a young reporter of whom I inquired 

the state of mind at home about Germany, whom our government was 
still vainly trying to hold “strictly accountable” for murder deliberately 
committed months before. The reporter replied in the vernacular? “0, 
most: folks think it better to take a little smut from the kaiser and keep out 
of trouble and make some money out of the war.” Further experience with 
American opinion has not greatly improved upon this vernacular expression of 
the national mood. We don't like “backing down” and swallowing insults, 
but we don’t want “trouble,” and we do want to improve this golden oppor- 
tunity of becoming the richest nation in the world. 

The prosperous and the timid among us were shuddering lest we be 
“dragged into the European mess.” Many other amiable Americans, who 
believe that war is always wicked under all circumstances, were praying that 
the president might be kept in the paths of peace. Some Americans of a mores 
boisterous temperament believed in “ doing something,” but had no clear idea 
of what to do, except abuse the government. It was a “mess,” extremely 
depressing to the American who had been in contact with people who knew 
exactly what they were doing and why. It was also humorous: one day the 
country was in a “crisis,” the next the crisis passed with an immense sigh 
of relief, because somebody in Berlin or Washington had discovered a new mod- 
ification of that awkward phrase “strict accountability.” Meanwhile national 
dignity has gone down the wind.

HERE is another side of American life which the returned American 

finds “ depressing "—the good time side. We are as hard at it as ever, 


trying to give ourselves a good time, in fashionable resorts, in country 

clubs, wherever two or three are gathered together with “easy money” 
to spend. While the world is im the agony of its greatest decision, while 
fate waits close at our own doors, Americans stil] feverishly chase that good 
time. The sight of the wounded and the dying in the hospitals, of the cripples ©

Stotsenburg framed a Primary law 
which was acceptable, and it was passed 
although it was evident that the action 
of the machine Democrats in voting for 
the bill was reluctant as could be.

Compelled tion. 

The law at that time worked a hard- 
ship on the Democratic state committee, 
for it compelied the resignation of sév- 
eral members of the committee who held 
elective or appointive offices in the state. 
Now. however, since the vacancies caused 
by these resignations have been filled, all 
except one, the committee seems to havé 
changed its mind on the merit of the pri- 
mary law, for ‘Thompson is now defend- 
ing the law with as much fervor as he 
attacked it only a few months ago. 

Three separate suits have been brought 
to test the constitutionality of the law. 
One of these was filed by a Progressive 
at Vincennes. Another was filed by @ 
Republican at New Albany. The third 
was filed recently by a former Progres- 
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sive. in Indianapolis, at the instance of 
the Republican state committee. The 
first suit, that at’ Vincennes, has been 
dismissed by the plaintiff. The second 
suit was taken to trial and resulted in 
Judge Paris of the Floyd Circuit court 
holding the law constitutional, with the 
exception of section 11 of the law, which 
provides for the payment of fees by can- 
didates for nominations. 


4 Before Supreme Court. 

This suit is now before the Supreme 
court on appeal. The third suit will be 
tried first before a Republican Circuit 
judge in Indianapolis and an appeal prob- 
ably will be taken from his finding to the 
Supreme court, unless that court, in the 
meantime, decides the case now on appeal 
from New Albany.

As soon as they came to life they fought 
gamely and in desperation for three full 
quarters, but theirs was mostly a fight on 
defense. 

Maroons Hold on Yard Line. 

The Midwayites never really threatened 
| the Illinois goal. but they did stop further 
progress of Bob Zuppke’s proud warriors 
and deserved great credit. Three times 
they rallied in tight places and stopped 
the state school men when the latter 
seemed sure to score. Once when Chicago 


was less than one yard from the Maroon 
goal line. 

Contrary to expectations, it was more of 
a plunging game than one of open field 
running. Pogue, Clark, and Russell, all 
stars in the open field, seldom got loose 
and never for a run of sensational char- 
acter. Russell never seemed to have 
much help from his mates. Time after 
time he trjed, but generally found three 
or four stalwart Illinois men to hurl him 
to earth. 

Pershing Plays Star Game. 

Frank Pershing, of whom little was ex- 
pected, Was really the star of the Maroon 
eleven, His runs around the end and his 
darting plays off tackle did most of the 
gaining for the Midway school, but he 
couldn’t fight the battle alone.

From the looks of the crowd one would 
judge the ticket scalpers had been caught 
with seats on their hands.

The 
standing room at each end of the fleld 
was almost packed to the limit, but it is 
doubtful if there were more than 22,000 
persons all told.

Former Holds Record for Involuntary Transfers Among Majors

E were talking about the rolling 
stones that gather no moss in 
baseball. A lot of them were 
mentioned; playere who had 
performed in many uniforms 

and switched teams often, either volun- 
tarily or involuntarily, without getting 
much of anywhere, Gradually the rolling 
stones were separated into two classes; 
one including the players who have been 
the playthings of Fate, personified by 
Managers or club owners, and the other 
including: players who have tried to con- 
trol their own destinies in spite of club 
owners, 

Finally the two most prominent exam- 
ples of these two classes were agreed to 
be Bill Dahlen and Hal Chase, both of 
whom at different times have worn Chi- 
cago uniforms in different leagues. 

Dahien was picked as the most promi- 
nent player who has changed uniforms 
oftenest involuntarily, and Chase as the 
most conspicuous player who has changed 
allegiance oftenest voluntarily. There 
& . Players who have been traded more 
frequently than Dahlen, but few if any 
of them ever possessed Dahlen’‘s ability. 
The player of his ability usually is re- 
tained indefinitely by the club owner who 
discovers him or at least plays for not 
more than two clubs during his major 
league career. There may be players who 
have been in and out of organized base- 
ball oftener than Chase, but noneof them 
belonged in his class as a diamond per- 
former.

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whom he was swapped. This trade 
brought Dahlen under the management 
of John McGraw and put him on a team 
which won two more National league pen- 
nants—1904 and 1905. In the latter year 
the Giants won the world’s pennant from 
the Philadelphia Athletica, putting Dah- 
Jen On the roll of honor as a world’s cham- 
pion. He did not contribute much in the 
batting way to the acquisition of the big 
fiag, for he failed to make a base hit in 
the post-season combat. That fact has 
been accentuated in an incident that illus- 
trates Dahien's taciturn sense of humor. 

The brand of balls used in the American 
league in 1905 was said to be different 
from the pills used by the National 
league, although the difference never was 
fully reasoned out. However, consider- 
able discussion was,indulged in at the 
time. It was agreed to use American 
league balls on the Athletic’s grounds 
and National league balls at the Polo 
grounds. After four games had been 
played one of the Giants asked Dahien 
on the way to the club house, “ What do

McGraw did not retain Dahlen long, 
but included him in what then was her- 
alded as the biggest wholesale dicker that 
had occurred, when New York gave Dah- 
len, McGann, Bowerman, and Ferguson 
to the Boston Nationals for Tenney, 
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Bridwell, and Needham. Those were the 
days when McGraw was trying to lick the 
Cubs for the old league's pennant, and 
the’ trade did not enable him to do so. 
Neither did it enhance the playing 


strength of the Boston team to any great 


extent. While in Boston Dahlen played 
under the management of Joe Kelley and 
later of Frank Bowerman, making him 
one of the most promiscuously managed 
players in the game. 

Brooklyn began angling for Dahlen in 
the spring of 1909 with the purpose of 
making him manager, but it was not 
unt 1910 that Ebbets succeeded in land- 
ing the rolling stone to pilot the Dodgers. 
Dahlen soon found out that the team 
manager was merely a figurehead hired 
to shoulder the blame if the team proved 
a bloomer and to let the club owner claim 
the credit if success cro wned their efforts. 
After shouldering the blame for a while 
Dahlen gave way to Wilbert Robinson 
and was converted into an ivory hunter.

Hal Chase belonged to a different brand 
of rolling stones. Unlike Dahien, he al- 
ways was eager to aid fate in shaping 
his destiny, and twice jumped the traces 
in an effort to better himself financially 
without gathering any particularly heavy 
coat of moss. Chase has played for fewer 
teams and under fewer managers than 
Dahlen, but he bas held the managerial 
reins himself, and if he gets back into 
organized baseball this time he may equal 
Dahilen’s itinerant record. 

The dazzling left handed first baseman 
came into the big league from California 
and started shining in New York in 1905 
under the management of Clark Griffith, 
then pilot of the Yankees.

Beaten Only Four Times in 
Long Career; Loses to 
Molla Bjurstedt,

From her first championship match in 
1901, when as 13 year old May Sutton 
she won the Pacific coast title for women 
until her marriage in 1912 to Thomas C 
|; Bundy, one of the Pacific coast’s most 
| famous masculine players, Mrs. Bundy 
suffered only three defeata, while her 
large collection of trophies at the Bundy 
home near Los Angeles speaks volumes 
for her many victories. 


First Eastern Trip in 1904. 

Starting with 1901, Mrs. Bundy won the 
Pacific coast singles title for five con- 
secutive years. In 1904 she made her 
frst trip east, where she played in the 
national, middle states, and western 
champlionships, to say nothing of minor 
events wedged in between and in which 
she met many of the east’s most famous 
woman players. 

She won the natione!l title, losing no 
more than three games in any match. 
In the middle states event ehe lost three 
games in the four matches played, and in 
the western championship the three 
games she gave to Miss Wimer in the 
finals were all she lost in the tournament. 

Her victories in these tournaments have 
been repeated so often that they are 
an old story and in her defeats lies the 
greater interest. Mrs. Bundy visited 
Englend in 1906, where she won three im- 
portant titles—the Welsh championship, 
the championship of the north of Eng- 
land, and the so-called world’s echampion- 
ship at Wimbledon. ‘ 


Beaten at Wimbledon. 

In 1006 she was leas successful in her tn- 
vasion of Britain and while she won the 
other two titles she lost to Miss Kate 
Douglas ae Wimbiedon after a nard fight. 
Mrs. Bundy had played three hard 
matches in women’s and mixed doubles 
on the preceding day and was unable to 
stand the pece set by Miss Dougias, who 
undoubtedly was a wonderfu: player, and 
is yet, for that matter, for she has won 
the English championship four times 
within the last five years. 

In 1907 Mrs. Bundy returned to Ene- 
land in search of her lost laure's and was 
successful. She met and defeated Mrs. 
Lambert Chambers (Kate Dvugias), 
whom she had lost to the year before, 
winning in rather hollow style 6—1 6—4. 
London tennis critics In speaking of this 
match credited Mrs. Bundy with having 
played the most wonderful tennis she had 
shown in her three seasons’ play ‘in Eng- 
land.

AnswerThe United States leads the 
world in the manufacture of low price 
shotguns. In the high price gradee there 
is Uttle difference, but in the cheap re- 
peating shotguns, for instance, American 
makes have even no serious competitor in 
other countries. 

4. Which, in your opinion, is best—the 
English, French, or American shotgun? 

Ans.—Individual differences between 
two guns of the same make are frequently 
greater than the differences between very 
high grade shotguns of American or for- 
eign make. | , 

5. I like the Remington and Winchester 
repeating shotguns—pump action—better 
than all, but do you not think the a 
guns could give me similar shooting il- 
ity to a high grade double barrel shotgun? 

Anse~—The latest experiments seem to 
indicate that the single batrel shotgun 
gives better results than the double barrel 
gun. There are scientific reasons for 
this, among which are the unequal ex- 
pansion of the barrels in a double barrel 
gun owing to the fact that the barrel is 
supported on one side only. You will

J. G. D,, Didwburg, Alta—1L I bave a 
single shot .22 rifle (new), but find that 
by placing it in a vise it scatters about 
five inches when shot at a target fifty 
yards distant. What is the trouble? 

Ans.—Clamping a rifle in a vise is not 
the best way to test its accuracy. In 
fact, it will sometimes cause inaccuracy. 
The only proper way to test a rife is by 
shooting it from a machine rest, a ma- 
chine made up to hold the rifle, and which 
will permit it to recoil; or by shooting 
it from a prone position with a sendbag 
rest for the muzzle. You do not state 
what make the rifle you are using is, nor 
the ammunition you are using. I would 
try using the rifle as suggested above, and 
if that does no good try different makes 
of ammunition. 

2. What make single shot rifie, .22 cal- 
iber, handling short, long, long rifle and 
extra long cartridges would you recom- 
mend for accuracy? 

Ans.—The extra long cartridge is no 
good. Of the .22 rim fire cartridges the 
proper .ones to use are the .22 short or 
the .22 long rifle. Do not use .22 shorts 
In a rifle chambered for .22 long rifle, 
that is, if you wish to keep your rifle 
shooting accurately. There are a num- 
ber of good makes. ft would not be fair 
for me to name any particular ones. Ask 
your shooting friends. 

3. What powder is the least harmful 
to the barrel? Which is the most power- 
ful of the .22 cartridges? 

Ans.—Lesmok or semi-smokeless pow- 
der is least harmful to the barrel, and 
also the most powerful and accurate. I 
recommend unheaitatingly the use of 
either of these two powders in preference 
to either black or smokeless. Smokeless 
is very hard on the barrel and is not as 
accurate as the Lesmok or semi-smoke- 


4. Is a choked berrel in a .22 any ad- 
vantage for power and accuracy? 

Ans.—The rifle barre! should be the same 
diameter all the way through. 

5. I have noticed some .22 shells not 
filled with powder. What is the advan- 
tage of this? 

Anse —You do not say what size of 22 
shells.

BOXING BODY 


CLOSES DOORS 
FOR MEETING 
New Association Adopts 
Gumshoe Methods; 
Censors Report. 


The American Boxing Association of the 
United States is still in the game, and in- 
tends to be a lasting organization, accord- 
ing to those who are back of it. But there 
is one thing that a lot of people who are 
mixed up in the pugilistic game wouid 
like to know, and that is why “ gumshoe " 
methods are being employed by the pro- 
moters behind it. 

Several months ago the promoters gave 
out the information that the association 
which was formed in Cleveland would 
hold an important meeting in Chicago. 
The date was set for Nov. 14, but when 
the scribes wanted to find out something 
about the session the day before it was 
scheduled to be held they found it more 
difficult to locate the promoters than it 
is to find a bunch of Federal league base- 
ball magnates and organized baseball 
moguls hobnobbing together for the pur- 
pose of settling their diamond warfare. 


Search of Hotels Fruitiess. 

A chase around the hotels of Chicago 
failed to turn up Matt Hinkel of Cleve- 
land, president of the boxing associa- 
tion, Tom Andrews of Milwaukee, or any 
of the other “ guns’ of the organization. 
They did not hand out a single line of 
advance dope by mall or otherwise to 
indicate what action they intended to 
take at the meeting, and the fact that 
they kept “ under cover" prevented the 
fight scribes from getting hold of any 
real news. 

But the members of the organization 
held their meeting as scheduled, which 
seems ample proof that they intend busi- 
ness. The session was held at the Hotei 
Sherman in Chicago, and there were 
present President Matt Hinkel, Tom An- 
drews of Milwaukee, Gene Malady of 


3 Omaha, Thomas Sullivan of St. Louis, 


Mike Collins of Hudson, Wie., 8am How- 
ard of Oshkosh, and Mark Shaughnessy 
of Minneapolis. It was a star chamber 
session, according to a bit of information 
that leaked out after the promoters had 
finished telling each other what they 
thought of the crop of fighters now doing 
business. 


Give Out Censored Report. 

No scribes were admitted to the meet- 
ing, but after it was all over and the pro- 
moters were ready to depart for their 
homes a story telling of the action that 
had been taken was sent out to the news- 
papers by the “ newspaper secretary” 
of the organization. It was well censored 
“copy.” and the sporting editors had to 
use it as it came ow or let italone. Of 
course it waa used, for it was news, butit 
is pretty nearly a. lead pipe cinch that 
there was considerabdie doing at the meet- 
ing that never got into print. 

Just why the promoters of thie organ- 
ization, which seems to be just what Is 
needed to help the sport, resort to the old 
gumshoe stuff isn’t as hard to figure out 
fas some people might think. The busi- 
ness of keeping things under cover is 
principally due to the fact that a good 
many of the boxers and thelr managers 
have sought to make the new organiza- 
tion look like a joke. The managers of 
most of the big scrappers do not believe 
that the boxing association has enough 
strength to stand on its own legs, accord- 
ing to the pilot of one fighter, who, inci-. 
dentally, is achampion._. 

Manager Derides New Body.

N| two days Porter Charlton goes free. The great 
stone jail at Lake Como where he bas lain for so 
many weary months will know him no more, and;

By his own confession Porter Chariton committed a 
deed which in the telling seems diabolism personified. In 
a little villa by Lake Como in the twilight of a magical 
Italian sunset he clubbed his bride of a month to death 
with a mallet, crushed her palpitating body into a trunk, 
and hurled the heavy burden into the fast darkening 
waters. Thus ended that briefest of honeymoons, that 
honeymoon which was to have been so wondrous mad 
that they fled from the world in order that they might 
enjoy it to the full. 

But the jury that tried Porter Charlton was a jury of 
Italian men, and-his was a “crime passionelle.” And 
that fiery particle called the Latin soul deals gently with 
deeds that are emotion swayed. Those men, who could 
not have understoed a calculating crime ner have dealt 
coldly with it, responded instantly’ in their judgment to 
a spark of that same passion which moved-Charlton in 
action. «They condemned him to six years and eight 
months’ imprisonment.

which was over five years and which always counts in 
Italian eyes, he was pronounced free in exaetly twenty- 
nine ‘days from the time his sentence was pronounced. 
The day he was condemned was Oct. 25 of this vear. 
Twenty-nine more days brings it to Nov. 23, which will 
be the day of his freedom, the day after tomorrow. 

Will he sleep as deep and perfect a sleep the first night 
of his freedom as he slept the nicht of his crime? For, 
according to his own story. returning to their villa after 
having just plunged the trunk and body in the lake, he 
threw himself on the bed and fell into a deep sleep, such 
sledp as men enjoy sometimes on the eve of their execn- 
tions. And will he dream again in review the short, 
ivagic story of their infatnation as he dreamed it on that 
first dreadful night? §

Chariton? Finally this side of the case came UP before 
Judge Blair, sitting as a federal magistrate. The gover 
ment refused to go back on the treaty with Italy of 1968, 
and after it was determined that Charlton really was the

He was taken to the prison at Como about "Sept. 1, 
1913, and there remained until the present day- Italian 
processes of law are slow. Since insanity was be 
urged, he had to ‘be put under observation. The doctor 
for the government declared him perfectly sane.

Prof. Alexander Melville Bell of Edin- 
burgh, Seotland. father of Dr. Alexander 
Graham Bell, inventor of the telephone, was 
the first to reveal visible speech as a possi- 
bility. Dr.~Bell was dorn in Edinburgh, 


March 1, 1819. For twenty-five years he / 


was head of elocution in Lendon. At the 
age of 23, however, he discovered new facts 
regarding articulation. ‘When he made his 
great discovery of visible speech he gener- 
ously offered to the British go prument all 
copyright or claim to what he called the 
“universal alphabet,” and pleaded for au- 
thorized investigation, but no attention was 
paid to his work and he failed to obtain a 
hearing. However, in 1867 he issued a voi- 
ume on “The Science of Universal Alpha- 
betics,” in which with able pen he pointed 
out the relationship of visible speech to edu- 
eation and progress. During his life he 
published forty-eight books and many of 
them bore on this subject and are now 
recognized authorities. | 

There’s no doubt but that many of the sen- 
sations, acquired apparently through the 
ear, are the result of vision, and in prac. 
tically all cases of lip reading are synon. 
ymous with mind reading, a lip reader of 
sixty years’ experience asserts, stating as 
one having authority, that the most suc- 
cessful speech readers are temperamental, | 


belonging to the class of humans who deduce & i" 
rather than reason. They are also students AL 


of human natrre, so that, in a way, their 
minds are prepared for what will come from 
the lips of the speaker before the actual 
words are spoken. 

If you are seriously rather than frivol- 
ously interested in motion pictares—and I 
think most of you are—and would learn 
what the men and women of Filmland are 
saying, here is what you must do: 

1. Train your eye to follow the motion of 
your lips, by standing in front of a mirror 
and repeating the letters of the alphabet 
slowly and’ distinctly. Watch carefully fhe 
motion of your lips and the tip of your 
tongue. 

2. Have some one give you the letters of 
the alphabet without sound or sequence. 
Write them down on the board as you un- 
derstand them. When you are wrong study | 


person pronouncing to you to contort the 
face. Have him first give you letters, then 
words, then sentences. 

3. Be sure that your pronunciator does 
not talk too slowly, as ordinary conversa- 
tion is fairly brisk and you must accustom 
yourself to this. : 

4. Eliminate the blackboard and invest in 
a second reader. Have some one read to 
you and see how much you can understand. 
When you have mastered the second reader 
try newspapers—then anything. for by this 
time you'll be fairly proficient. Not more 
than fifteen minutes at a time should be 
given to the study of lip reading..as it is 
bard on the nerves and the eyes,.while being 
mastered. Once mastered. however. those 
who claim to know say it produces poise 
and assurance. and a quiet grasp on oneself 
that could not be obtained in any other way.

Their London Destroyed by Zeppelins Before Their — 


Indifferent Eyes. 


as I live I shall never forget the scene presented by 
the destruction of London, when the great Zeppelin 
fieet sailed forth upon its mission of ruin and de- 
struction and accomplished it. What! you exclaim. Lon- 
don devastated by aerial bombs and the world none the 
wiser? How coulj the great commercial capital of the 


HAVE seen many terrible sights in war, but as long 


world undergo such devastation and the news be kept 


concealed? How could a city of eight millions be blotted 
out and no one know? Furthermore, even supposing 
that the islanders could keep secret the story of their 
humiliation, why did not Germany announce proudly to 
the world the result of her successful foray? 

I, Francois L’Anglois, am one of the only two who saw 
the spectacle of London’s obliteration in its entirety. 
The other was Capt. Anstruther. And herewith I set 
forth the narration for the benefit of posterity. 

I have never loved thee, London, home of an inglorious 
and commercial race, though the fortunes of war have 
compelled us Frenchmen to come to the English aid 
against the enemy who.planned to subjugate the storm- 
swept islands which send us coal, boule-dogues, long 
teeth, 5 o’clock tea, and sport. 

But, you interrupt again, can it be possible that Lon- 
don was really destroyed and that you were a witness 
of it? 

Yes, my friend, I answer. And it happened in this 
way: 

The corps of aviation volunteers, in which I was serv- 
ing France, was posted on the extreme left of the allie: 
forces, among.the Belgian marshes, In those terrible 
days a fresh drive of the German against Paris seemed 
inevitable.. There was none of us who, witnessing the 
perpetual onslaught against our forces, did not secretly 
despair of coping with those masses of men that seemed 
to spring from the ground, a locust army whose numbers 
never decreased, whose violence never abated. 

It was little we thought of London then, and so you 


may judge of my chagrin when I was summoned to the : 


headquarters of Gen. d’'Amade, commanding our left 
wing, and ordered to prepare to undertake a mission in 
favor of England. 

I found the general in his hut with two men. One 


was an operator from the wireless section of the intelli- 


gence department; the other a short, stocky islander— 
Capt. Anstruther of the British aerial corps, but detached 
to serve upon the general's staff. 

“Capt. Anstruther,” said Gen. dAmade, “this is the 
man L’Anglois, of whom-I spoke to you. He has been 
specially recommended as a man of intrepidity and re- 
sourcefulness.” | 

I smiled at the description. “ Alas, no, mon général,’’ 
I answered, “TI am an ordinary man, that is to say, a 
Frenchman, and no brayer than men of other nations, 
but, among my own comrades, a coward, except when 
the thrill of some overwhelming emotion——” 

He cut me short with a frown. He was not at all 
impressed by my self-depreciation. And it is a strange 
thing, but as this war has progressed I have perceived 
a peculiar psychological change in the nature of the 
Frenchman. He delights no longer in those inspiring 
phrases with which he once consoled himself for defeat 
and encouraged and inspired himself to victory. We 
have patterned ourselves after the English fashion. We 
are curt, abrupt, taciturn. Seeing the general frown, 
with a natural tactfulness I fell into silence. 

* L’Anglois,” he said, * 1 am going to intrust you with 
a mission of the highest responsibility, in which you will! 
act as pilot to Capt. Anstruther. He is unacquainted 


_ ,with the biplane, and will therefore accompany you as 


a@ passenger only. I may say that Gen. French has not 
been convinced as to the urgency of this matter, and 
hence you will receive no assistance from the British 
aviation corps.” , 

A In plain words, sir,’ said Capt. Anstruther, in ex- 
ecrable French, “our headquarters does not consider 
this danger to exist.” 

“ Precisely,” answered Gen. d'Amade. “But as a 
matter of courtesy to your allies you are willing to make 
the attempt to save your capital from destruction.” 

I trembled at the sarcasm, thrust home with all the 
verve of a Frenchman. Would not a duel follow? No. 
The Englishman merely answered ** Exactly,” and lapsed 
into silence. 

Gen. d’Amade turned to me with a shrug of his shoui- 
ders. “ I, Anglois,” he said, ‘‘a wireless communica- 
tion from the headquarters of the German staff has been 
intercepted at the Eiffel tower, stating that a fleet of 
twenty Zeppelins is being assembled near Zeebrugge 
and is on the point of sailing to bombard Lendon.” 

“That is excellent news, mon général,” I returned. 

“ What do yon mean?” he demanded, and 1 saw Capt. 
Anstruther turn and look at me inquiringly. 

“ Because,” I answered bluntly, “it is impossible to 


bombard London and Paris at the same time. It gives | 
usa breathing space-in which to collect ourselves while

An industrial training department In which 
the boys are taught woodworking, tronwork- 
ing, and the principles of electricity is in 
operation. 

The scouts are completely equipped for 
baseball, football, and other sports, and even 
have their own athletic field and grandstand. 

An employment bureau is maintained by 
means Of which scouts can be obtained at a 
moment’s notice for almost any kind of work. 

After his thorough experience with the 
enterprise, Mr. Townsend writes: “I belleve 
the boy scout movement, in time,. will re- 
establish the old reliable type of manhood In 
our nation, and it is my earnest desire to help

moderate use of cosmetic powders ts 
harmful to the skin. On the contrary, 
they furnish protection against the rav- 
ages of wind and sun. Unless your skin 
is greasy or you use powders in com- 
bination with greasy applications, there 
fs practically no danger of clogging the 
pores with a moderate use of good pow- 


der. 


You want to be sure, however, that your 
powder cosmetics contain no lead, mer- 
cury, or arsenic. Though bismuth is not 
as dangerous unless there is an abrasion 
in your skin, it is just as well to leave 
alone cosmetics containing this ingredi- 
ent. In time it has an injurious effect. 

White lead is deadly poison to the skin. 
Making powders at home is not a suc- 
cessful operation, generally. They must 
be smooth, and without the druggist’s 
utensils it is difficult to get them smooth. 
A simple formula and a good one is boric 
acid one part and talcum nine parts. 
Another good formule for powder is 
boric acid one part, starch four parts, 
talcum five parts. Perfume as you de- 
sire. Liquid powder bought without 
thought as to what it contains has greater 
danger, as a rule, than the powdered 
form. It is put up primarily to bleach, 
and for that reason unscrupulous dealers 
are apt to put into their formula deadly 
ingredients. 

But first, before you consider the mat- 
ter of powdering your nose, you want to 
be sure that the skin under the powder 
is clean, with closed’ pores. Blackheads 
settle on the nose more than on any other 
pert of the face, and no amount of pow- 
der will cover up these ugty little black 
spcts. 

Blackheads are masses of fat and 
débris which have become hardened in 
the glands and clogged up the pores. Ex- 
treme cleanliness in bathing the face is 
the only way in which the unsightly 
blemishes may be removed. The vigor 
with which you scrub the skin must be 
determined by the condition of ¢he skin. 
If your skin is thin and dry, use a pure 
castile soap in wanm water, as you must 
be careful not to make the skin too dry. 
If the skin is thick and greasy, you can- 
not scrub it too thoroughly. Once a day 
use the green soap treatment until you 
bave gotten rid of the blackheads. Green 
soap, by the way, is not green at al! but 
amber in color and is in the form of a 
jelly paste. Do not use the tincture of 
green soap on your fate. . 

First wash your face in water as hot as 
can be borne, using the complexion brush 
and green soap. Rub the soapon the face 
until a free lather is secured, Rinse in 
hot water and then apply more sceap with 
the complexion brush. Then rinse in clear 
warm water, follow this by rinsing in cold 
water, and apply benzine (not benzoin) to 
the face with a plece of absorbent cotton. 
Let it remain on the skin for about five 
minutes, then massage the skin with cold 
cream for a few minutes, Wipe off the 
superfluous cream. In the morning rinfe 
your face in as cold water as can be 
borne. If possible, go over the face witb 
a small piece of ice. Cold water and ice 
will contract the pores and stimulate the 
circulation of the blood better than any 
astringent wash. 

The following formule makes an excel- 
Two ounces oil of 
sweet almonds, one-quarter ounce of sper- 
maceti, one-quarter ounce of white wax, 
one-half ounce of rose water, one dram of 
boric acid. Melt the oil, spermaceti, and 
wax together at a moderate heat. Then 
gradually edd the rose water, in which 
the boric acid already has been dissolved. 
Stir the mixture briskly and constantly 
until it iscold. Continue the stirring until 
tt has become soft and creamy. It should 
be about the consistency of butter and 
free from any rancid odor.

More than any other star ft reveals im- 
mensity. Greater suns than Sirius are 
go many light years distant that they 
present themselves inconspicuously in 
the sky and do not etart the imaginat.on. 
Sirius fille the eye. It makes apparent 
the fact that there can be what the eye 
instinctively denies, a greater sun than 
our own ~ 

It is known as the Dog star because the 
constellation of which it is the primcipel 
star had its heliacal rising in the hot days 
of autumn. Its color is brilliant white, 
with a touch of biue and greem It shows 
tints of ruby and amethyst. 

It is the white symbol of enow. It rules 
the winter sky. Its diameter is about 
fifteen times that of our sun. It gives 
forth, it is variously estimated, from 
thirty to forty times as much light ae the . 
sun. It is younger in evolution than the 
sun, and being in this gaseous state ex- 
coeds’. the oun im mass only about three 
times. 

Its brilliance to human eyes is largely 
due to the fact that it te the nearest of 
the great suns. In the constellation of} 
Orion are suns which far exceed it fp 
luminosity, but. they are so much farther 
away than Sirius that their brilliance ie 
wasted.

WILSON TO URGE

-Ininistration Presages a 
Fight in Congress, 


Sneeneeemeeeemeeen net 


[BY A STAPF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 20.—[ Special .j— 
Informa] announcement that President 
Wilson Intends to urge congress to pass 
the administration conservation pro- 
gram, which failed in the last session, 
indicates that the fight between conserva- 
Uionists and anti-conservationists will be 
renewed with vigor this winter. The 
principal measures in the program are 
the two bilis regulating the development 
of water power sites on navigable rivers 
and on the public lands owned by the 
federal government. : 

In the last congress Chairman Adam- 
son of the house interstate and forcign 
coramerce committee introduced a bill to 
amend the general dam act governing 
the granting of permits to construct 
Water powet.datns over navigable 
streams. Conservationisis opposed this 
measure, charging that it was inspired 


They succeeded in baving the house pass 
a substitute. 
Provisions of Substitute Bil 

This substitute provided that no mere 
grants in perpetuity should be made to 
private concerns for the development of 
water power over navigable streams. K 
also provided, besides ae definite period 
for development, that the government 
should have the privilege of purchasing 
plants ata fair physical value at the erd 
of the period. The delopers, under the 
conservation measure, were algo to pay 
the government a compensation for the 
use of streams and they were to be subject 
to government regulation of rates and 
trade practices. 
Under the Adameon measure there 
would not be so great a government con- 
trol and there would be Httle opportunity 
for the government to purchase at the 
end of the fixed period, inasmuch as it 
made allowances for franchise and other 
rights in addition to physical property. * 


Fight Over the Ferris Bill. 

The other measure in the water power 
program is the Ferris water power bill, 
which, if enacted into law, will provide 
the means for the development of water 
power sites on public lands by private 
capital, elthough under government con- 
trol. 

Already opposition tc it has sprung up 
from two quarters. On one side the pub- 
lic land states of the far west are lined 
up against it because they believe they 
should be given exclusive jurisdiction 
over water power sites within their _reag, 
even if on the public domain. On another 
side oppcsed to the measure is the water 
power trust of the country, which sees 
in it far more of government control and 
regulation then it desires. 

At the present time water power sites 
on the public domain are largely und> 
veloped. Secretary of the Interior Lane 
believes this situation exists because the 
only means of developing the sites is 
through the investment of private capital 
and there is no meens under existing law 


fixed ‘time in which to carry out its pro- 
jects inasmuch as all permits for the de- 
velopment of water power on ‘the public 
domain at the present time are revokable 
at the pleasure of the secretary of the In- 
terior. ; 
The Ferris bill, which has been-ap- 
proved by Secretary Lane, empowers the 
secretary of the interior to lease the 
water power sites for a period not ex- 
ceeding fifty years to private concerns. 
At tne end of that time the lease may be 
renewed with the consent of the govern- 
ment, or states, municipalities, or the 
federal government may take the pianté 
over at a fair valuation of the physical 
proprty. If not taken over the lessee is to 
be given preferential rights for another 
period of years. P 

During the existence of the leasing ar- 
rangement, however, the statee in which 
the sites are located have the righi to con- 
trol rates, services, and the issue of 
stocks and bonds in intrastate develop- 
ments where those states have commis- 
sions empowered to handle such business. 
The great objection which the water 
power trust has to the Ferris billis that it 
provides for a definite period of leasing,
